George H.tMosser, the new man- 


ager of the Newark 
Chamber of 


Commerce, late of Altoona, Pa., but 
now ft resident of Newark, received 
his official introduction to the mem- 
bers of the organization last night, 
at a reception and banquet given in 
bia honor at the Masonic Temple. 


More than two hundred members 


of the newly organized 
Chamber 


listened to 
Mr. 
Mosser's 
initial 


speech, wbich was the most convinc- 
ing straight forward argument for 
co-operation among the men of this 
city, ever heard here. 
He did not 


dwell in flowery language on the 
heavens, the mountains and the sun, 
but delved deep into truths relative 
to the business and industrial growth 
of Newark, and why it has not been 
greater. 


And then in 
several 
instances, 


using the manner of Billy Sunday, 
pointed out the essential qualities 
needed here to place the town on a 
competitive basis with cities twice 
this size. 


"Men make the town," he said. 


"The advantages of your town are 
tfle work of the Creator, but the de- 
velopment of those advantages rests 
entirely with the men." 


The speaker was frequently inter- 


rupted by applause as he depicted 
Borne instance he had encountered 
or related a story to emphasize the 
point of his argument. 


Following a four course banquet 


President F. L. Beggs delivered his 
address which was ae follows: 


On the 22nd of March the Board 


of Trade and the Merchants Associ- 
ation "entered Into a contract with 
Town Development company for tK 
purpose of creating and establishing 
a strong and highly efficient commu- 
nity organization to be known as the 
Newark 
Chamber 
of 
Commen e, 


whose object would be to 
advance 


the commercial, industrial and civic 
welfare of the city. 


A preliminary survey of existing 


conditions was made and 
followed 


by a campaign of education to cre- 
ate among the citizens of Newark a 
new appreciation of the importance 
and value of organized 
effort 
for 


the betterment and development of 
the community. 


The Town Development Company 


paid all expenses of 
the campaign 


and received for their services 
25 


per cent of the first year's dues col- 
lected. 
I need not recall the enthu- 


siasm shown in that campaign, nor 
its successful termination, which is 
still fresh In your memory. 
I be- 


lieve also that you will agree with 
me when I say, this campaign was 
well worth all it cost. . 


This Is the first called meeting of 


the membership of the Chamber of 
Commerce since its permanent organ- 
ization on May 12th.

SAY CHILD PLAGUE 
OUTSIDE NEW YORK 


IS NOW NORMAL 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Washington, Aug. 17.—Measures 


to prevent further spread of Infan- 
tile paralysis were discussed here to- 
day in a conference called by the 
public health service under the au- 
thority of congress for such coun- 
cils in an epidemic of national dan- 
ger. 
Delegates from New York and 


all states were presented today with 
detailed reports of the spread of the 
plague over the country. 


The conferees agreed 
their fig- 


ures showed more than 10,000 cases 
of infantile paralysis in the United 
States but that outside of New York, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, Pennsyl- 
vania, the situation was practically 
normal. Aside from the cases in the 
vicinity of New York City there was 
no specific evidence that the trans- 
mission of 
the 
disease 
could 
be 


traced back to the metropolis. 
The 


statistics showed that cases in per- 
sons older than 16 were rare but not 
impossible.

Early this morning Secretary Tu- 


multy telephoned to Daniel Willard, 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
regarding the invitation to the rail- 
road presidents to come to the White 
House and Mr. Willard said that b* 
would do everything possible to ar- 
range a conference.

Officials said today that tfc* 
President wants to deal

negotia- 


tions Tvith President Wilson and th* 
feeling prevailed that the attitude of 
the railroad heads was now the same 
as the managers committee although 
no one could forecast what a person-

with the President 


would have. The railroad presidents 
were expected to make a strong plea 
for preservation of the principle of 
arbitration and will express their 
fear that if the 
present 
difficulty 


cannot be settled without it, there is 
little hope of its being successful in 
the future. 
In preparation for the conference 


between President Wilson and the 
640 employes, chairs were placed to- 
day in the east room of the White 
House, the scene of many notable so- 
cial events. 
The president during 


the morning prepared a statement 
to the employes committee.

"Another Indication of the deli- 


cacy of the situation was seen in the 
decision at the White House not to 
make public the President's remark* 
to the men, at this time at least. It 
was first intended to publish 
the 


President's statement and then hi* 
statement to the managers, (bus lay- 
ing the case before the high court 
of public opinion. 
It was believed 


that while there was hope of mov- 
ing the committee of managers by 
appeals to the presidents of the fi- 
nanciers, the negotiations would be 
kept confidential.

High Food Prices. 


The government crop report issued 


a few duys ago is ominous in its sug- 
gestions as to prices of food staples. 
Staples are jumping on the produce 
exchanges, and the poor man will be 
squeezed before another spring. 


The abundant crops of the past 


few years hud no appreciable effect 
to lower prices. 
The surplus was 


taken by fighting Europe. 
Europe 


H still bidding high for cereals and' 
there is a shortage of production 
cere. It may reasonably be expected 
that wheat and corn products will 
go to the highest figures ever known. 


The injury to the corn crop makes 


the cost of feeding hogs high. Pork 
and bacon, the poor man's friends. 
will again be away up. Beef already 
sells at nearly prohibitive prices for 
working people. 


Of course the country us a whole 


is prospei'ous. 
Millions of working 


people have had their wages raised. 
But it is not enough 
that 
they 


should be able barely to meet ex- 
penses. A family life is not securely 
established unless it has a bank ac- 
count and a constant margin be- 
tween Income and outgo. 


The pinch comes in a host of fam- 


ilies that are suffering from some 
lorm of misfortune. 
U. many the 


bread winner is the v...:i a ot' acci- 
dent or disease. In other., drunken- 
ness and other vices have -apped the 
earning power, leaving wives and 
children to shift for themselves. 
In 


all such homes the rising cost of 
•food products means a lack of nu- 
tritious food. 


It is a time for small economies 


and the teaching of intelligent meth- 
ods of food preparation. 
It is often 


remarked 
that a 
French 
family 


•would live on what an American 
household 
throws away. 
Teaching 


a poor family how to get the most 
nourishment out of a given supply 
of foods is a better form of charity 
than giving money outright. 


Handling Newspapers.

In 
f«ct a great many newspaper offices 
are swamps of litter and rubbish.

He 
leaves accumulations of dust under 
the furniture.

more newspaper men have acquired 
method and regularity. 


The disorderly handling of news- 


papers by the general public always 
seems irritating. 
Newspapers used 


to be pasted together so that they 
would remain in their original paged 
order. 
Now most papers are sent 


out unpasted, so that every sheet of 
four pages is a section by itself. 


Most people immediately separate 


these'' sections one from the other, 
fold them up Irregularly, wrong side 
oat.

rudimentaiy sense of method will 
keep his newspapers in their paged 
older, neatly folded, first page out- 
side. 
In that way they can be han-

without searching. 
The 


table or shelf then looks like a li- 
brary rather than a rubbish heap. 


It may be a toolish sentiment, but 


it hurts a newspaper man just a bit 
to see a newspaper all torn to piece^, 
disarranged, its paged order upset. 
To him a newspaper is quite a tri- 
umph of system and form arrange- 
ment. 
It is something to be neatly 


handled and treated with some re- 
spect, as the product of many meu's 
faithful labor. 


The thing seems to lose all form 


and become a mere heap of waste 
paper after the average reader has 
had hold of it. 
A newspaper man 


would as soon think of going into a 
library and leaving a lot of books 
open and sprawling on the floor.

Wheat Yielded More by the Use of 


Lime. 


"Neither manure nor any combi- 


nation of fertilizers has beetl able to 
produce a full yield of wheat with- 
out the help of lime," said Director 
C. E. Thome regarding the value of 
lime on soil similar to that of the 
Ohio Experiment Sta-ion at WooRter. 
This year manured land yielded 21 
percent more wheat where lime was 
applied. Another plot fertilized with 
nitrate of soda, acid phosphate 8110 
muriate ol potash gave 21 percent 
more wheat where limed than on un- 
llmed soil similarly fertilized. 
The 


yield on a plot receiving complete 
fertilizer with nitrogen in sulphate 
of ammonia gave 115 percent 
in- 


ciease in crop by application of lime.

We wanted a 


manager of this tvpe, one who had 
made good, one who was not an ex- 
periment. 
We found such a man, but also 


found that we were then confronted 
with the problem ot how to induce 
urn to leave a city of 100,000 and 
:ome to cue of 30,000. We are slad 
to ba> that we found the solution 
for this problem also. 


Contact v>ith these men has given 


vour Board of Directors a new vision 
and an entirely different viewpoint 
of what we most need and how best 
to secure it. 
I believe that many of 


you subscribed 
jour 
money 
and 


elected us as your directors largely 
with the hope that we would "grab" 
a few factories from somev.-here and 
plant them in Newark, regardless of 
whether th?y would live or thrive 
here, or whether they would 
be 
a 


benefit or 
a detriment—tne main 


idea se^ms to be _"?et the factory." 


We are most anxious to find the 


right way to further our industrial 
growth, and believe the foundation 
of the business strength of oar city 
rests upon Us industries and that tne 
weekly payroll is its commercial life 
blood. 
We want to increase 
that 


payroll and will diligently seek the 
proper means for so doing, 
but 
I 


do not believe that "to set factories' 
is now the main idea of this Board. 
I am rather of the opinion that they 
believe our first real need is an in- 
vestigation that will enable us 
to 


discover ourselves: information that 
will enable us to analyze the unfav- 
orable as well as the favorable con- 
ditions: information that will enable 
us to do real, lasting, 
constructive 


work. 
The lack of accurate knowledge 


concerning our civic and industrial 
conditions is most 
appalling, 
and 


and should 
be corrected 
without 


further 'delay.

Know how many manufacturing con- 
cerns we ha\e in Newark, 
or

products made, or the percentage of 
home consumption of their products; 
the source and extent of raw materi- 
al- character and B. T. U. value of 
coal «from nearest field; the freight 
rate; comparison and cost oE elec- 
tric power with other cities;

ber of Commerce, the

The Industrial Bureau has already 


been asked for more than a quarter 
of a million dollars, but not as yet 
haxiug the right conditions nor th.s 
amount of money at their disposal, 
tlie factories are as >et unsecured.

Haas as an assistant. Mr- Haas will, 
under the supervision of the Manas- 
er, have charge of the

At the conclusion Mr. Beggs call- 


ed upon the chairmen of the various 
bureaus for a report of the work 
accomplished by tnfir 
departments 


since the organization was effected 
last April. 
Secretary John S. Fleek reported 


on the minutes of the meetings held 
by the Chamber and just what had 
been done by the officers. 
The re- 


port was accepted and the secretary 
applauded for his work. 


An interesting and enthusiastic re- 


port on the Mercantile bureau was 
submitted by Chairman George Her- 
mann. 
The chairman told of jvhat 


his committee had been doing since 
last April and from the report it was 
very evident this body of men have 
been actively engaged. 


Mr. Hermann's report was as fol-

members of 
the 


Merchants' Association for the New- 
ark Chamber of Commerce, out of a 
membership of 121. 


"The object of this bureau is to 


foster trade and commerce for our 
county, to protect its members from 
unjust and unlawful exaction, to re- 
form abuses of trade, to 
give its 


members correct and reliable infor- 
mation as to the 
standing of pur- 


chasers and other matters, to form 
an enlarged and friendly intercourse 
between the merchants. 


"The records of this bureau show, 


how and where it has saved 
the 


merchants $480 since June in waste- 
ful advertising, beside checking nu- 
merous trade abuses. 
"This bureau 
maintains a rating 


system where the credit standard of 
over 16,000 citizens of Newark and 
the county are on file and which is 
saving the merchants hundreds 
of 


dollars each month. 
"Last week this 
bureau 
demon- 
strated what co-operation can do for 
a community, when It had at least 
25,000 people attending the Farmers 
and Merchants Picnic. 
"It is truly a pleasure to be as- 


sociated with a lot of men that have 
the real 
co-operative 
spirit, 
that 


when work is assigned to them, they 
go at it with 'pep' to do their best 
to the very finish, and, gentlemen, 
that kind of team work will always 
'bring home the bacon.' 
"The 
Farmers 
and 
Merchants 


Picnic is doing for the country and 
city just what it was Intended to do, 
bringing the people of the rural dis- 
trict In closer 
touch 
with one an- 
other and with the city people, so 
they will meet and aaalit each other 
In solving the problems that confront 
them, all the time pulling together 
for dear old Licking, the best county, 
in the best state in the Union. 


"Gentlemen, by helping 
one an- 


other, all pulling together

tinier, we are bound to cement ties 
of friendship that will hrlng splendid 
results in various ways.

Picnic wan of court* BO expense to 
the Chamber of Commerce, as the

Association to help take care of their 
coming convention and for cancelling 
their proposed oxcuralot to Cedar 
Point, by which act we believe 
we 


kept $5.000 from leaving Newark,) 
never to return. 


"This bureau oelleve* it should 


not encourage such excursions, but 
should edcourage picnics at our his- 
toric Fair Grounds (Mound Builders 
Park) and last but not least, en* 
courage and boost Buckeye Lake, 
now one of the most beautiful and 
attractive 
summer 
reaorts to be 


found and which la one of Newark's 
greatest assets.

Wyeth. chairman of the Industrial 
committee, K. M. Baugher was called 
upon to read the report of this com- 
mittee.

This report 
also showed that the Industrial com- 
mittee has been working over time 
in an effort to secure new industries 
for Newark.

Chairman H. P. Darrow, of • the 


Publicity and Convention bureau re- 
ported on the U. C. T. Convention 
for 1917, handling the past conven- 
tion of the Eagles, the Zanesville 
Auto trip, entertaining the members 
of the Baltimore and 
Ohio 
Safety 


First train, securing the Adventist's 
convention, which now is in session 
here, in the face of great opposition, 
the Farmers and Merchants picnic 
and the coming next year to this city 
of the Odd 
Fellow's 
encampment. 


The latter, Mr. 
Darrow 
reported, 


would bring between three and four 
thousand people 
to 
Newark. 
He 
said his bureau contained some wide 
awake and energetic 
men, 
who 


would be glad to keep up with the 
rapid pace already set by Manager 
Mosser. 


Joseph 
Pugb, 
chairman of the 


Civic bureau had several bright fea- 
tures in his report 
relative to im- 


proving the city. 
He said his com- 


mittee had taken up 
the 
taxation 


question and the improvement of the 
city next year with the taxation ex- 
penditure. 
This committee, accord- 


ing to the chairman will report next 
week on their investigation to the 
budget committee. 
He said the committee had assist- 


ed in the 
recent 
Y. M. C. A. cam- 


paign for funds, raising 
$2,500 on 


the last day of the campaign. That 
it had also established the municipal 
bathing beach and had solicited $300 
to be used in putting the beach in 
condition 
for 
bathers. Also 
the 


bathing beach promises to 
develop 


into a big proposition next year and 
predicted a marked improvement in 
Newark as well as in the county dur- 
ing the next year. 
Prof. Homer Price, chairman of 


the Agricultural 
bureau, 
reported 


several important lines of 
activity 


which has been entered into by his 
committee for "things hoped for and 
things realized." He said his bureau 
had met with the Agricultural Fair 
Board and had arranged to place ex- 
hibits of the public schools at the 
next fair meeting in 
the 
fall 
at 


which time 
over 
$200 would be 


given awav in cash prizes. 
The re- 


port stated the public would be in- 
terested to know what the children 
were doing in the schools and would 
appreciate the arrangement to place 
the exhibits. 
He said at a recent meeting in a 


-chool house north of the city The 
Cherry Valley and Welsh Hills Im- 
provement company had been organ- 
ized and would look after 
the im- 


provement of the Cherry Valley, the 
Welsh Hills and the 
Mt. 
Vernon 


roads. Also that several conferences 
with county and local Granges were 
favorable for the 
establishing of a 


Farm Bureau, the appointment of an 
agricultural agent and

And explained that the town had the 
advantages and all it needed was the 
men. 
He said he came 
from 
the 
most handicaped city in the United 
States. 
A town with one railroad 


and one factory. 
Latonna, he said 


was known as the "Graveyard" for 
ambitious secretaries. 
But in 
48 


years, practically a young town it 
had grown to 60,000. 


'Let's noi be proud; 
lets 
get 


down to brass tacks." he continued. 
' If advantages made the city. Chi- 
cago, Grand Rapids, Battle 
Creek, 


Michigan, and a score of other large 
places would not be the industrial 
centers they are. 
Men make your 


town. 
It they wanted to build 
a 


town in the Sahara deserts,' they'd 
do it." 


"If I had not thought when I saw 


your beautifullj'glaid-out streets, the 
trees, beautiful homes, the Country 
club Moundbuilder's park and other 
interesting features of Newark, that 
the town d'd not contain the right 
sort of men, I would not have come 
here. 
"It was not a matter of salary 


which brought me here, because 
I 


had offers from larger cities 
than 


this, but it was the sight 
of 
the 


town, the men I met and the realiza- 
tion of what could be accomplished 
here. 
Men with big town visions, 


men who are 
determined 
to 
get 


there. That was the allurement for 
me. 


'The manager's duties consist of 


directing, keeping you out of trou- 
ble and helping you m your organi- 
zation- We don't want this to be a 
one-man organization, because then 
if that man is not on the job, the 
organization goes 
up 
in 
smoke. 


Managers may come and they may 
go, but the organization must go on 
forever. 


"Your town needs a bal Heatn, not 


a ball club and when you can't put 
the hit and run over, then resort to 
the squeeze play and put it over the 
plate. 


"We are not going to perform mir- 


acles, because miracles are things of 
the past. 
We want to make 
the 


Chamber of Commerce office a most 
useful place, where men can come 
for help. 


"When I arrived in town 1 struck 


a note that did 
not 
appeal 
very 


strongly. 
Several men started 
to 


apologize for the town. 
Don't apol- 


ogize for the town. 
It is you. You 


have not been on the job working. 
I could spend an hour telling you of 
your city. 


"The fellow sitting on the fence 


undecided which way to fall, must 
come down off the fence and 
get 


busy with tlie rest. 
4 The optimist will not be 
kept 


down," and here Mr. Mosser launch- 
ed Into a story of the optimism of 
a lad from 
Kentucky 
who went 


hunting for bear in the west with a 
"foul gun." 


"Then we have the tight-wad 
to 


contend with. The man who thinks 
all the money is being coined 
now 


and he must get it at once. Get af- 
ter him and in time you will find he 
is the best dividend you can get. Let 
him see there are* more things in life 
than getting the coin. 


"The Chamber of Commerce Is a 


great smile making machine 


"Then we have the, 'Too good for 


me fellow,' who lets George do it. In 
this work of building up your com- 
munity there is no man in town so 


I big that he won't be 
honored 
by 


taking part in the 
work. 
Harness 


them and these selfish fellows who 
are holding back. 
Get them harn- 


essed and you won't be held back. 


"The secret of a sucies&ful Cham- 


ber of Commerce is intelligence 
of 


well directed work—work—work — 
work. 
"We've got to do more than blow 


if we are going to do something for 
Newark" 


Here Mr. Mosser lauded the vari- 


ous committees for the 
work 
they 


have done without the aid or lead- 
ership of a manager. 


Mr. Mosser urged good show win- 


dows, saying It was the best adver- 
tisement to he had. 


"We are pretty close to Columbus 


and If we want to keep the money in 
our town we have got to give 
the 


public the goods, price and service. 
Then that money will stay in New- 
ark."And, Mr. Businessman, let's have 
an argument with our wives about 
buying at home. It all requires co- 
operation, ir w« are going to 
!ht «•• at t»t 6, * O. to 


us, we've got to set an example our- 
selves. 


"Now In the industrial line, we are 


going to take stock of ourselves. Go- 
ing to take a survey of what we have 
got. 
We'll take a manufacturer, go 


into his business, treat 
everything 


confidently and see why 
his 
busi- 


ness, is, or is not, advancing. Then 
we will take a merchant and 
see 


what is wrong with 
his 
business 
that it does not grow. 


"You have invested $25 in the 


Chamber of Commerce and it is up 
to you as stockholders to look after 
your investment. 
We 
want 
this 


Chamber to occupy 
a 
particularly 
unique position. 


"Put Denison University on the 


map as an asset of Newark. 
Here 


you have a big factory of education 
right at your door. What have you 
been doing with that? 


"Then there 
is 
Moundbuilder's 


Park. If they had that in Chicago 
the city papers would feature it and 
every railroad running into the city 
would advertise this most remark- 
able, 
historical 
and 
archeological 


place that we have here In Newark. 
Also beautiful Buckeye Lake. Build 
roads to it and get it to moving; 
you have another asset there. 


"Regarding conventions, what is 


needed is the erection of a conven- 
tion hall that will house from three 
to four thousand people. It will pay 
on your investment." 


Mr. Mosser said he would 
not 


touch on the 
Farmer 
and 
Civic 


bureau as he would rather take these 
matters up later in an intelligent 
way. 


"Don't split the organization on 


anything." he warned. 
"If there is 


a civic improvement issue that prom- 
ises to split the organization, throw 
it down, there is plenty to do with- 
out getting Into any wrangling. We 
are going to keep out of this now or 
the organization Is wrecked. The se- 
cret is getting together." 


In conclusion Mr. Mosser related 


a story of a Yale-Princeton football 
game which was played and won by 
the latter team on the New York 
polo grounds several 
years 
ago. 


Princeton had not been able to reg- 
ister a win over the Yale aggrega- 
tion in five years and previous to 
the game a professor in the college 
gave the members of the Tiger squad 
a talk on the necessity of playing 
together. 


Finally after the game had passed 


through the first half with a tie 
score and toward the latter part of 
the last half, the Princeton players 
placed the ball on Yale's five yard 
line. 
Then the quarterback called 


for the most despised man on tha" 
team to carry the ball across. 


"Every man on the team," said 


Mr. Mosser, "thought how much bet- 
ter it would have been to have let 
one of the other ten men carry the 
ball, but when the signal was called 
each man exerted himself and 
the 


ball was shoved over for a Prince- 
ton victory." 


"If we get together behind the 


man on our line, we'll go to vic- 
tory," he said. 


David Hum, Jr., Industrial agent 


of the'Commercial Development de- 
partment of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, at Pittsburgh, was a guest 
at the banquet at the request of Mr. 
Mosser, whom he met several days 
ego in Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Hum said It was a pleasure to 


be present with the members of the 
new Chamber and stated on behalf 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
that the company wanted to be a 
neighbor of the organization. "We 
want to be neighbors In reciprocating 
with the Newark Chamber ot Com- 
merce," he said, "and you can count 
on us to help you in anything you 
care to undertake."
